**A great many of our brother Journalista puzzle 
themselves and their rqaders a little unprofitably, 
to eacertain from which side the advances came, 
which led to a recent fruitless negociation. We 
epprehend that no advances, property eo called, 
were made by either party. The simple fact 
was, that a distinguished young Nobleman took 
occasion to express his regret at the politics! 
estrangement which resulted from the protracted 
and animated discussions on the eternal Catho- 
lic Question, in the presence of a gentleman 
well known to possess the confidence of the 
Premier, and also personally intimate with the 
Nobleman already mentioned—the sagacious 
auditor imparted those regrets to hie principal, 
and was permitied to use his discretion in fur- 
thering, what wes considered extremely desir 
ble, an acquisition of an important interest. At 
first things wore the most favourable aspect, but, 
in the course of the negociation, difficulties were 
started, and conditions proposed which were con- 
sidered unreasonable, and, as every body knows, 
the thing proved a failure. It is whiepered that 
the suggestions of a veteran politician, one of 
the malcontent emeriti, who unluckily happened 
to be consulted, led to this untoward result.— 
The return of a near connection of one of the 
parties to England, after a protracted absence, 
ie looked fur with considerable anxiety, as it is 
perfectly well known that on certain subjects 
hia sentiments do not exactly harmonise with 
those of the person who, in the course of nature, 
must succeed to his ample hereditary honours."’ 


From the Loadon Courier of 4th Angust. 
Accounts had been received that the irregu- 
lar troops at Lepanto and Mussolonghi had mu- 


quarters. Generally speaking, since the defeat 
of the Lith, and the faileres of the Captain Pa- 
cha in the Black Sea, the Porte seems to have 
lost confidence in itee!f, gad to evince mots pli- 
aney. The Reis Effendi since thea is proving 
much more aflable towards the Frank interpre- 
ters, aad has considerably lowered iw tone. 

The transport of « large body of troops from 
Oderes to Suetfoli makes a singularly deep im- 
pression upon the yee of the capital, 
which, in spite of all the efforts of the autho- 
rities to conceal unfavourable news, learns every 
thing that takes place on thie side, on account 
of the shortness of the dwtance. The Russian 
General, however, will have great difficulty, no 
doubt, in consenting to an armistice, before he 
is distmetly informed of the depositions of the 
Sultan, fur it may be, that, without really hav- 
mg an idea of peace, they have taken this step 
merely 10 gain time, Ae to any interference in 
the effaire of Greece, the Porte will not listen 
to it, and will be satisfied with acting the part 
of a spectator—that is, to trust to te fortane, 
and take ne step for or against, and, following 
the system adopted by Spain, which never gives 
up ite pretensions to ts Seuth American Colo- 
nies, treat Greece in the same way. . 

Mr. Gordon has frequent conferences with 
the Reis Effendi, although he hae not had as yet 
an audience with the Sultan; but in the course 
of the week he is to be presented to the Kaima- 
kan, and immediately after to the Sulten. * The 
Minister of the Netherlands is about to depart 
upon leave of absence. The sickness in the 
Turkish fleet is increasing. 

A letter from Bucharest says, that since the 
taking of Silistria great activity re in the 
Russian army, and that the plan of the cam- 
paign is changed. The Russian Géneral now 
intends marching across the Balkan te Adria- 
nople. M 
Constantinorie, June 20,—Afer the ar- 
rival of several Couriers from the Camp of the 
Grand Vizier, we learn that General Diebitech 
had made, through Mr. Antoine Funton, pacific 
propositions to the Turkish Commander-in-chief. 
The Grand Vizier having transmitted them to 
the Porte, several Councils had been held to dis- 
cuss them. For some days past the greatest 
activity has been remarked in the Palace of the 
Porte, and as the Interpreter, Ishak Effendi, 
has received orders to to the Camp of the 
Grand Vizier, it is thought that the Porte ia dis- 
d to listen to the propositions of Russia ; yet 
it ia proper to observe, that it is not certain that 
the order for the departure of Ishak Effendi was 
really given before the arrival of the despatches 
of the Grand Vizier. 

Nothing new hes darrive from the theatre of 
war. The Grand Vizier is at Choumla, where 
he is collecting reinforcements from all quarters. 
The troops stationed at Adrianople have receiv- 
ed orders to goto Aidoso, It seems that the 
two parties have come to a tacit agreement to 
suspend further operations for the present, in 
order to have tithe to assemblo their reinforce- 
ments, and to supply the place of the troops 
destroyed in the battles of the 10th and ith of 
June. {t is quite natural that in the East the 
loases of the Russians on those two days should 
be swelled to the utmost extent; but we confess 
that wo believe they are exaggerated beyond all 
bounds, since it is asserted that they lost 
15,000 men, and that the Turks loat but 11,000. 
A letter from Constantinople of 80th June, in 
the Augsburg Gazette, says: 

**L embrace an opportunity which offers to in- 
form you, that the Reis Effendi, after having 
examined the preliminary proposals fer peace, 
sent to Choumla to the Grand Vizier, has just 
despatched the Dragoman of the Porte with his 
answer to the Russian head-quarters. 

‘*Hence fresh hopes are entertained in this 
capital that peace may be restered more speed- 








tined in consequence of certain allowances of 
pay being withheld from them. ‘The troops had 
sent a remonstrance to the President of Greece 
on the subject. It was believed that those sta- 
tioned at Lepanto were the first to mutiny, and 
that the others nomediately followed the exam. 
ple. The answer of the President to their re- | 
monstrance had not been received when the ac- | 
counts which communicate this intelligence were 
despatched from Egina. |

LEMINOT AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The following is an extract of a letter which 
will be read with interest, received from his Ma- 
jesty’s ship Blonde, which conveyed our Ambas- 
sador to Constantinople, dated from,that capital 
June 21:— 

“*The Blonde is now moored in the port of 
Constantinople, right before the Seraglio, or the 
Palace of the grand Seignior, from which we 
are distant about three hundred yards, in a north- 
erly direction.—The preftrations we were 
making for the reception of the British Ambas- 
sador being completed, his Excellency the Right 
Hon. Robert Gordon and suite (twenty-two in 
number,) in which are comprehended the Earl 
of Yarmouth, Viscount Dunlo, and the Hon. Mr. 
Grosvenor came on board the Blonde at Tene- 
dos, on the forenoon of Tnesday last, when we 
weighed and made all sail for the Hellespont, or 
western entrance of the Dardanelles, having the 
Rifleman sloop of war, and Hind, in company. 
The French frigate Armide, with the Ambassa- 
dor of that nation, Count Guilleminot, on board 
made sail at the same time. On passing the first 
castle or strong battery, which stands on the 
European side of the straits, a few heavy guns 
were fired at us, ther a little ahead of the 
ship. We were rather close to the battery, in- 
deed so much so, as to distinctly perceive, by our 
glasses, that the tremendous! avy guns on the 
ground teir were loaded with rous balls of 
marble, some of which appeared to be equal in 
circumference to the drum head of our capstan. 
On seeing a boat shove off from the battery, with 
a Turkish officer on board, we shortened sail, 
and received a message from the Governor of 
the castle, to the effect that he could not allow 
us to pass without an order from his superior, 
the Pacha of the Dardanelles; for, that were he 
to do so, he would lose his head. To this our 
noble Ambassador replied by stating, that the 
embassy should proceed forthwith, and that if 
the Governor fired another shot at the Blonde, 
he would most assuredly lose his head. The 
Turkish boat then pulled off for shore with that 
bold reply, 80 we made sail and passed the bat- 
tery without molestation. About nine P. M. the 
wind became too light to enable us to stem the 
current, which runs here at the rate of about 
four miles an hour; we were obliged to come to 
ananchor, At midnight a deputation of Turks 
came on board wiih an apology from the Pacha 
of the Dardanelles, for the uncourtly and unjus- 
tifiable act of firing at a British ship of war with 
the British Ambassador on board, and stating that 
the Pacha had directed the Governor to be 
thrown into prison, and that he should be sub- 
jected to the immediate punishment of banish- 
ment. This apology was, I understand, con- 
sidered satisfactory, and fully proportioned to 
oe hasty act of which the Governor had been 
ty. 

Next day the wind freshening, about{9 P. M. 
we weighed and made sail, and soon passed 
the remarkably strong castles which are built 
near the ruins of Abydos, on the Asiatic side, 
and Setos on the European. Immediately after 
passing those casiles,ghe Turkish Government 
steam-boat came alongside, having on board 
Capt. Hanchetts. This gentleman stated that 
the Pacha of the Dardanelles had sent his son 
on the board the steamer, for the purpore ot 
paying his (the Pacha’s) respects to the long-ex- 
pected British Ambassador. As the wind was 
air, and as we were dzsirous of making the 
most of it, so as to get over the harrows before 
night, the formality ef the young Pacha’s visit 
on board the Blonde was dispensed with, and a 
mere interchange of compliments substituted in 
ite stead.

STATE OF TRADE. 

The state of our market, this week, has been 
extremely gloomy and discouraging Very little 
demand has been experienced for any descrip 
tion of our manufactures excepting yarns for ex- 
portation; for them the demand continues good, 
and large orders have been executed. In 
goods, especially for the home trade, ve’
